“LONDON, March 26, 3 a. m.—China has ap- 
peaied to Great Britain to interfere to pre- 
yent Russia from securing the necessary 
Signatures to the Manchurian treaty. The 
time limit for the signing of the treaty lapses 
today. Russia has threatened to break off 
all negotiations with China unless the agree- 
ment is signed, and in the face of the pressure 
it is believed that China is helpless. 
Diplomats point out that Great Britain can- 
mot interfere. It is known that the United 
States will do no more than file a diplomatic 
protest. Germany has already announced 
that she is indifferent. 

‘Tt ts pointed out, too, that Russia is al- 
feady in Manchuria and that she is there to 
stay, either under agreement with China or 
by virtue of possession. She will stay until 
& stronger power drives her out. Neither 
Great Britain nor Germany will essay the 
task. Japan alone shows a disposition to try. 


Appeals to England in Vain. 

China’s appeal to Great Britain was made 
Jesterday by Sir Chih Chen Lo Feng-Luh, 
the Chinese Ambassador to London, who 
Personally called at the Foreign office for 
the purpose.

W. B. Huey boldly confronted two masked 
robbers, who had broken into the Huey apart- 
ments, Kedzie avenue, early yesterday morn- 
ing. 

* Well, if you ain't a peach,’’ declared one 
of the intruders in admiration, as he advanced 
toward her. 

At that Mrs. Huey drew her revolver and 
fired. The bullet knocked off the man’s cap. 
Whereupon his admiration turned to fear and 
he fied, his companion following pellmell. 
Then Mrs. Huey became hysterical. 

* Mrs. Huey’s husband had been detained 
down-town on business. He had told her he 
would be late, so she sat up to await him. She

A. Norden, Leopold and Caroline 
Becker Svrffer Injuries from Blaze in 
Residence in Forrestville Avenue. 


Fire from an exploding kerosene can killed 
a mother and child in Chicago yesterday, and 
last night three persons were burned. by 
flames in a South Side residence. 


The Dead. 

FREDLEY, MRS. ALBERT, 21 West Nineteenth 
atreet; burned by kerorene as the result of an ex- 
plosion; died at County Hospital. 

FREDLEY, MARION, 10 months old, child of Mrs. 
Fredley; burned in kerosene explosion; died at 
County Hospital. 

The Injured. 

Norden, Felix A., 4556 Forestville avenue, 31 years 
old; burned about the feet. 

Becker, Leopold, 54 years old, 4555 Forrestville 
avenue; burned about the head, hands, and feet. 
Becker, Caroline, 52 years old, 4556 Forrestville 

avenue; burned about the hands and feet. 

Mrs. Fredley found slow work in getting 
the fire to burn in her kitchen stove, so she 
poured a little kerosene on the fuel from a 
can. She held her child im one arm while 
hurrying up the fire. As soon as the oil 
struck the fuel there was an explosion. The 
mother and child were enveloped in the 
flowing ofl. Mrs. Fredley’s screams were 
heard by William Melter, 580 West Twenty- 
first street, who was passing the house. He 
found the two unconscious on the floor. 
They were removed to the County Hospital, 
where the baby died early in the day, fol- 
lowed at night by the mother. 


Family Caught in Burning House. 

Three persons were caught in the 
burning residence of Felix A. Norden, 4555 
Forrestville avenue, last night. The building 
is a two-story brick structure. It is occupied 
by Felix Norden, his wife, and his wife's 
parents. The family sleeping-rooms are on 
the second floor. Shortly before 11 o'clock 
the members of the household were awak- 
ened by the crackling of flames. Mr. Norden, 
who was the first to discover the fire, roused 
the others in the house, but by the time they 
got out of their beds the hallway, which was 
the only means of escape, was in flames. It 
was while running through the burning pas- 
sageway that the occupants were burned, 
Neighbors turned in an alarm of fire and 
eared for the injured. The damage to the 
building is estimated at $150 and the loss on 
the household furniture at $500. 

Dr. C. G. McCullough, 4605 Vincennes ave- 
nue, attended the injured persons. Their 
wounds are serious, but not fatal. 

The fire is supposed to have started from an 
explosion of gas. The wall paper in several 
of the rooms was burned completely off. The 
house was only recently papered, and it is 
thought that some composition in the paper 
may have caused the flames to burn more 
rapidly. 


BOYS POUND DYNAMITE TO 
EXPLODE IT AND SUCCEED. 


at Hawthorne—Two of the Lads May 
Die and Others Have Burned Faces. 


As a result of stealing a small stick of 
dynamite two Polish boys of Hawthorne are 
seriously injured and several others slightly 
injured. 

The Seriously Injured. 
Kawezinski, Stephen, 9 years old; one eye proba- 
bly put out and wounds on head and breast. 
Lowiskovi, Harmon, 8 years old; scalp wounds and 
internal Injuries. 

Dr. B. Slominski attended both boys and. 
pronounced the cases serious. The accident 
occurred a little after 4 o'clock, as the chil- 
dren were going home from school. Thirty 
of them stopped near Thirty-second street 
and Linden avenue, where the Town of Cic- 
ero is putting in the Hawthorne sewer. The 
children watched the men blow up some 
‘hardpan, and some of the boys thought it 
would be fun to get some of the sticks and 
see what they could do with them. 

No one saw the boys take the stick of 
dynamite, but the crowd of children went 
down the street to a sand pile and com- 
menced to experiment with the explosive. 

When the explosion took place Kawezin- 
ski was blown into the air five feet and 
Lowiskovi was thrown about twenty feet. 
The other children’s faces were burned. 
The two injured boys were taken home by 
the workingmen.

Revolver Shots Causé Alarm in 

Fine Arts Structure and 
| Painting Class 
Flees, 


BIG ROW OVER LITTLE BILL. 


Two constables who tried to collect a $12 
bill by using their revolvers created excite- 
ment in the Fine Arts Building yesterday. 
After enjoying the smell of powder smoke 
| and the sight of women fleeing from them in 
terror, they were ignominiously chased down 
Michigan avenue by an unarmed janitor. 
They left behind three flattened revolver bul- 
lets, several rugs, a badly damaged clock, 
and a ruined mirror, the property of Welling- 
ton J. Reynolds, artist. 

The only person hurt was Special Policeman 
E. T. Todd. He tried to keep the constables 
from quitting the building and was badly 
beaten in the resultant fight. Leroy Rock- 
well, elevator man, probably saved Todd's 
life, as he grasped one constable’s revolver 
and pointed it ceilingward just as the of- 
ficial pulled the trigger. 

The armed invasion, seizure of Mr. Reyn- 
cld’s goods, and disorganized fight were pre- 
cipitated by the artist’s refusal to pay a bill 
he regarded as exorbitant. A justice shop 
and the constables did the rest, up to the 
point where the employés of the building took 
a hand. 


Constables Begin Their Work. ~° 


Mr. Reynolds’ wife, Virginia Reynolds, a 
miniature portrait painter, ordered 100 copies 
ofan art journal. With the magazises came 
the bill—$12. 

** Exorbitant,” said the artist. “I won't 
pay it. Then he consulted a lawyer and was 
advised not to settle. The art company se- 
cured judgment in a justice shop and the 
two constables sallied forth. : 

Mrs. Reynolds’ art class had just settled 
down to work when the constables appeared. 
They demanded that she hand over the $12 
within ten minutes, unless she wanted her 
studio furnishings taken away. She sum- 
moned her husband, while the art students 
put on their wraps and went home. 

“ I was in the next room at the time,” said 
Mr. Reynolds, “and immediately asked the 


show me the papers, simply holding them in 
thelr hands, without giving me a sight of 
them, and returning them to their pockets. 
I did not wish to interfere with any proper 
order of court, but the constables’ action 
caused me to appeal to the agent of the 
building, Charles C. Curtis. He refused to 
allow anything to be taken down in the ele- 
vator, so the constables started in to rip the 
mirror from the wall, breaking it im the at- 
tempt. The clock was worth $200, and was 
badly damaged in carrying it down stairs. 


Policeman Todd Is Beaten. 


“Then Mr. Curtis called to Todd, telling 
him not to let the men take anything from 
the building without showing their legal right 
to do so. That started the fight, and one of 
the constables pulled out a revolver and 
fired three shots. 

“It was a terrific struggle that ensued be- 
tween the constables on one side and the 
policeman, Mr. Curtis, and myself. The con- 
stables had regular policemen’s clubs and 
beat Todd badly about the head. Then it 
was that Rockwell, the elevator boy, Jumped 
‘at the smaller of the two constables and 
grabbed his revolver, turning it away from 
Todd, for whom one of the bullets evidently 
was meant. Then, seeing that they were 
worsted, the constables made a rush for Mich- 
igan avenue and escaped. Word was tele- 
phoned to Harrison Street Station during the 
difficulty, but the police did not arrive until 
the men had vanished. 

‘Once out of the building, the constables 
ran north in Michigan avenue, followed by 
the janitor. At Randolph street they were 
halted by a policeman. To him they showed 
their stars and were released. 


Supposed Address Is Contract. 
“ This claim of $12 grew out of the signing 
by my wife of a slip of paper for 100 copies of 
an art journal, thinking that it was an ad- 
dress, and not knowing at the time that she 
was signing a contract,” said the artist later.

SEVERE ROUT FOR BOERS. 


NINE BIG GUNS ABANDONED BY 
DELAREY AFTER DEFEAT. 


Force of 1,500 Compelled to Abandon 
Convoy by a Sudden Attack—Babing- 
ton’s Feree, Aided by Shekleton’s 

~ Column, Captures Large Supplies of 
Arms and Ammunition and Takes 
140 Prisoners—British Losses in the 
Engagement Are Not Large. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, March 25.—The War office has 
a dispatch from General Kitchener telling 
of a successful attack on Delarey’s forces. 
The dispatch is sent from Pretoria today and 
says: ~ 

Babington’s force, including Shekleton’s 
column, attacked Delarey 1,500 strong south- 
west of Ventersdorp and, having defeated 
him, followed him up rapidly, with the result 
that the Boer rear guard was driven in and 
their convoy, including the guns, captured 
at Vaalsbank. 


Capture Guns and Ammunition. 

» “ Our troops displayed great gallantry and 
dash. They captured two 15-pounder guns, 
one pompom, six Maxims, 320 rounds of big 
ammunition, 15,000 rounds of small ammuni- 
tion, 160 rifles, 53 wagons, and 24 carts, be- 
sides taking 140 prisoners. 

** Our losses were slight. Many Boers were 
killed or wounded.”’ 

Fighting Resumed by Boers. 

The official casualty list just issued Indi- 
cates a renewal of active operations since 
the failure of the negotiations between Lord 
Kitchener and General Botha, | 

At Hartebeestefontein, on March 22 and 
23, two officers were killed and three wound- 
ed, and four men killed and twenty wounded. 
There also seems to have been heavy fight- 
ing at a place near Gredgedacht on March18 | 
and near Ventersburg on March 16. 

Ventersdorp, the scene of the defeat of De- 
larey, is about twenty-five miles northeast 
from Hartebeestefontein. It is possible, 
therefore, that the advices as to fighting at 
these points really refer to the same engage- 
ment. 

The Amsterdam correspondent of the Daily 
Express says he understands that Mr. Kru- 
ger has advised Acting President Schalk- 
burger to formulate peace terms. 


In the House of Commons this evening Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary for the Colo- 
nies, repudiated a suggestion that differences 
existed between himself, Governor General 
Sir Alfred Milner, and Lord Kitchener in re- 
gard to the negotiations for the surrender of 
the Boers. He added that the government 
had no intention of reopening the negotia- 
tions for surrender with the Boer leaders. 

Boer Losses at Lichtenburg. 

CAPE TOWN, March 235.—It is said the 
Boers lost heavily in attacking the garrison 
at Lichtenburg last week. Upwards of sev- 
enty burghers are reported to have been shot 
at one spot among the wire entanglements. 

Sudden Alarm at Queenstown. 

QUEENSTOWN, Cape Colony, March 25.— 
The town guard here has been called out, ow- 
ing to reports that a force of Boers is near

RESTRICTED FOR MONEY, 
"BRIDE TAKES HER LIFE. 


Relatives of Mrs. Frank Preble Say She 
Died Because Her Husband Would 
Not Let Her Buy Household Supplies. 


Three weeks of married life brought to Mrs. 
Frank Preble, 6328 Wood street, none of the 
joyful responsibility of handling the funds 
of the household treasury. She found her- 
self placed under restrictions when she went 
marketing, for her husband, it is said, in- 
sisted upon running accounts at the stores, 


makigg purchases. She saw her married 
sister with full liberty to spend her hus- 
band’s earnings, while she was continually 
under Mr. Preble’s supervision. Yesterday 
she died from the effects of poison which she 
took while despondent, her relatives say, 
over the condition in which she found her- 
self placed. 

Mrs, Preble was 22 years old. Sunday was 
the first day her husband had been enabled 
to spend at home since the marriage. He 
is an engineer in the Iroquois Iron company, 
Ninety-fifth street and the Calumet River. 
She seemed in good spirits when breakfast 
was over and the husband could not account 
for the fact that she refused to attend church 
with him. 

No sooner was her husband out of sight 
than Mrs. Preble visited the drug store at 
Sixty-third street and Ashland avenue and 
purchased 10 cents’ worth of poison. She 
returned to the house, took two ounces of 
the stuff, and lay moaning in her bedroom 
when the family returned. After working 
over the unconscious woman for ovel an 
hour, Dr. John K. McQuarrie, 1657 West 
Sixty-ninth street, pronounced her out of 
danger. Under the watchful care of her 
husband, Mrs. Preble seemed to grow better 
as the night advanced. Yesterday morning 
she was taken with spasms and died in agony 
before medical aid arrived. 

It is said by the relatives of Mrs. Preble 
that she wanted to do the family market- 
ing and pay out money for the artl- 
cles purchased. Instead her husband ran 
accounts and preferred to accompany her 
when purchases were made. Mrs. Preble 
constantly referred to her sister, Mrs. Emma 
Mellis, 10702 Mackinaw avenue, South Chi- 
cago, with the remark that she was allowed 
to spend her husband’s money without re- 
striction. 

Mr. Preble says he allowed his wife most 
of the things she asked for, and fs at a loss 
to explain the motive. The funeral will be

jured for five miles. Fully 500 houses were 
demolished, the dead in Birmingham ‘alone 
are estimated at twenty-five, eighteen bodies 
having been recovered, while the reports of 
deaths in the suburbs may raise the total te 


100 names, most of the dead and injured being 

Tonight the entire population of the city ig 
engaged in the work of rescue. Governor 
Samford, at the request of Mayor Drewnayv, 
has called out State troops to protect proper= 
ty and aid in the work of rescue. Every hoa- 
pital in the city is overcrowded, and the I= 
jured, befng brought in from the suburbam 
towns, are taxing the facilities of the city, 

Irondale, Avondale, Pratt City, Bessemer, 
Ensley, North Birmingham, Powderly, and 
Cleveland were in the path of the tornado 
and the destruction and loss of life in those 
suburbs were heavy. Three churches at 
Pratt City were demolished. .

Plows Path Through City. 

The storm struck the city in the extreme 
southwestern corner and plowed its way east- 
ward, leaving a path 150 feet wide through. 
the entire southern section, extending from 
Green Springs on the west to Avondale on the 
east, and continued its course until ite fury 
was spent in the mountains beyond Iron- 
dale, a small town six miles east of the city. 

The morning was sultry and rain~ fell, 
Shortly before 10 o'clock the velocity of the 
wind began to increase and a funnel-shaped 


cloud made its appearance. Hugging close td 


the earth, it passed through the city in leaps 
and bounds. The negro shanties and cottages 
in the iowlands in the path of the storm were 
the principal sufferers. The larger residenees 
on the high grounds suffered but slightly. 
Leaps Over Two Blocks. 
From Eighth to Tenth street the tornado 
leaped, and when it again descended it struck 
a two-story house occupied by Joseph Busen- 
helhner and razed it to the ground, The li- 
year-old daughter of John Krunsey was 
caught under the débris and severely in- 
jured. A house occupied by Taylor Hanson 
was unroofed and three small negro houses 
demolished. The wind demolished trees and 
fences until it reached Eleventh street, where 
a house owned by John Hayes was leveled to 
the ground. Skimming close to earth the 
storm swept through a small pine grove, tear- 
ing the trees up by the roots and hurling 
them through the air like arrows. 
Beyond the grove the storm cloud swooped 
down upon a negro settlement and the cab- 
ins were crushed like eggshells, not one be- 
ing left. Carrie Elma, a negro women, was 
buried beneath the débris, but most of the 
negroes escaped with slight injuries. 
Eastward the storm swept, cutting its way 
through another strip of woods, striking the 
Second Presbyterian Church at the corner of 
Avenue H and Fifteenth street, demolish- 
ing the structure. East of the church, in an- 
other negro settlement, much havoc was 
wrought. seven of the cabins being swept. 
away. A number of small houses were lev- 
eled between Bixteenth and Seventeenth 
streets. In the alley between Seventeenth

Stewart, was badly damaged. Almosta clean 
sweep was made of the district lying between 
Eighteenth and Twentieth streets and Ave- 
nues Handl Here the scene is one of com- 
plete demolition. The frame cottagés were 
reduced to flattened piles of débris; every 
tree, large or small, was either crushed down 
or uprooted.

odd. Mr. Carton has not the brilliance of 
Mr. Pinero, but he has a large measure of 
cleverness and a minute knowledge both of 
the stage and of the likings of metropolitan 
theater-goers. With a nice adjusting of 
these values he has: seasoned an ingenious 
and original idea with enough of satire to 
make it bite when it touches the palate, and 
has served the dish with unimpeachable taste 
and adroitness. 

He has not written-a rival to that excellent 
and witty comedy of manners, “ Lord and 
Lady Algy,’’ but the reason is that a satirical 
farce is on a lower dramatic plane. And 
Lady Huntworth’'s Experiment” is a 
satirical farce, with the emphasis about 
equally divided between the two component 
qualities. But the new piece is infinitely 
a more pleasant article than the other recent 
Carton play, ‘‘ Wheels Within Wheels,”’ 
which was cynically repulsive because the 
author thonght the brand was fashionable. 
When he set out to write * Lady Hunt- 
worth’s Experiment he was not thinking 
about a motive, but about a unique theme. 
So the farce is as light as the cynical play 
was heavy. 

The playwright, however, had to manufac- 
ture his premise from the impossible. Even 
in England, where the divorce laws are hard, 
a woman is not going to sacrifice her own 
reputation in order to get release from a 
brutal, drunken husband. Lady Huntworth, 
least of all, would have had to pay such a 
price, for it develops that her husband has 
not concealed his many misdeeds. Proof of 
their doing, together with proof of her in- 
nocence of the charge he brought against 
her, hardly could have failed to give her a 
divorce free of taint to herself. 

But for the play's sake shé chooses differ- 
ently. When-free she finds she has no money 
and but one talent. The latter is for cook- 
ery, and out to service she boldly goes—the 
first heroine of a society play to seek such 
a nook. She is handsome, she does not try 
to conceal the fact she is a lady born, and 
masculine admiration comes to her from 
many quarters. At the vicarage, where the 
first act finds her installed, she is receiving 
homage from the vicar himself (the usual 
earicature of primness and side whiskers), 
from Captain Dorvaston of the army, and 
from Gandy, the butler. Into the scene in- 
trudes her former husband, masquerading as 
Mr. Crayll, to demand a talk with her. Lest 
he betray her, she makes an evening appoint- 
ment with him in the kitchen. 

She also makes other engagements for 
the evening, Captain Dorvaston and the 
Vicar each begging a brief interview... The 
episode of the tangle in the second act, when 
the drunken Crayll is stowed away in an 
entry, the Vicar in the buttery, and Cap- 
tain Dorvaston in a cupboard, would be 
wildly farcical but for a serious and nearly 
tragic undercurrent. For there is nothing 
of intrigue in the situation. Dorvaston has 
come to offer honest friendship, the Vicar 
to propose marriage, and Crayil to beg his 
wife to return to him, he having learned 
she has come into a new fortune. Dorvaston 
is discovered by the Vicar’s suspicious sis- 
ter, but in partial recompense for this dis- 
aster he earns the cook’s gratitude by stow- 
ing Crayll away in a dry ditch. The last 
act keeps up suspense by showing how Dor- 
vaston is freed from a promised marriage 
to the Vicar’s niece. That young lady runs 
off conveniently with the curate. Therefore 
it’ befalls that when the discharged cook 
tells her identity and starts for the con- 
tinent, Dorvaston hunts for a time-table. 
The performance was such as few other 
companies in this country could have given. 
Mr. Frohman may have changed his com- 
pany in name from a stock company to an 
organization supporting a star; but as far as 
perfect balance and fine detail of portrayal 


Miss Spong’s work was worthy of stellar 
place. A simplicity and a sincerity which 
she seemed to lack last fall have come to 
her since then, and her acting of the role 
of the disguised Lady UHuntsworth was 
worthy and artistic. John Mason fits near- 
ly any réle.

OOR President Loubet is in 
terribly hot water just at 
present and being over- 
whelmed with torrents of 
abuse by all that element of 
the French journalistic and 
political life which sees in 
everything, even indirectly 
religious, a danger to the re- 
public. It seems that at the 


part ef the marriage ceremony of M. Descha- 
nel, he rendered himself gullty of bending his 
knee at the elevation of the host. 

On analogous occasions his predecessor in 
office as President, excepting the gallant and 
chivalrous old Marshal MacMahon, con- 
tented themselves with merely bowing their 
heads, holding that an inclination of the lat- 
ter constituted a more than adequate tribute 
of respect, or, rather, of recognition, to the 
divinity on the part of so exalted a personage 
as the Chief Magistrate of the French Re- 
public, 

President Loubet, however, who had been 
reared not by bourgeois but by peasant 
parents—that is to say, by folks who are ut- 
terly devoid of those pretensions and affecta- 
tions that distinguish the middle classes in 
France—humbly bent his knee and knelt when 
the tinkle of the bell announced the elevation 
of the host, just as he had been taught to do 
when a boy by his excellent mother, who 
still makes her home upon the farm where 
she has spent her entire life since her mar- 
riage, and where she invariably wears the 
costume of the well-to-do peasantry in the 
south of France. : 


President Loubet was the only great repub- 
lican dignitary to kneel: None of the others 
apparently dared to de so, fearing to com- 
promise their political future thereby, and 
it is difficult to describe the sensation which 
this act of reverence created among all 
present. It was done naturally and with 
that simplicity and absence of pose which 
have characterized President Loubet in 
everything that he has done since he suc- 
ceeded President Faure; and the only reason 
why he has never had any previous occasion 
of thus publicly manifesting his veneration 
for religion is because it was the first time 
that he had been called upon to attend a 
public celebration of mass since becoming 
President. 
The abuse to which he is now being sub- 
jected in connection with the affair by the 
anti-clerical press has, however, had one 
good effect. It has immensely strengthened 
his position with all those people who re- 
tain respect and regard for the religion in 
which they have been reared. For they have 
shown thereby first of all that it is possible 
to be a good Catholic and a loyal supporter 
of the republic at one and the same time, and, 
second, that there must be some exagger- 
ation in the stories circulated by the extreme 
clerieal and ultramontane party, accord- 
ing to which the President of the republic 
and all the members of the present régime 
in France are unbelievers, revilers of the 
church and its eswornfoes. 
In view of the réle which the doctrines and 
teachings of St. Thomas Aquinas have played 
in the Roman Catholic world on both sides 
of the Atlantic since Leo XIII. became Pope, 


it may be of interest to state that the family

of the great Dominican philosopher and 
theologian is in danger of becoming extinct 
in the male line. The present head of the 
house of Aquino, which is one of the seven 
great princely families of the former King- 
dom of Naples, is Don Michele Aquino, 
Prince of Caramanico, Duke of Casoli, Duke 
of Torre Maggiore, Count of Palena, Prince 
of Castelfranco, etc. Born in 18% and long 
married, he has no children. His second 
brother, Don Francesco, is married to a 
daughter of the Duke of Caracciolo and has 
but one child, while the third brother, Don 
Alexandro, though married ten years, has 
no children. A sister, married to the Duke 
of Caravita, has only two daughters. 

Ever since the tenth century the Aquinos 
have been on the roster of the great patrician 
houses of Naples, Benevento, Capua, etc. All 
told, the family owns no less than six an- 
cient dukedoms, five marquisates, besides a 
large number of minor honors. 

All the printed references to the maiden 
speech of young Winston Churchill in the 
House of Commons have been exceedingly 
complimentary. From private sources, how- 
ever, I learn that while the matter of his 
speech was remarkably good and the points 
well made, recalling in their directness his 
father, Lofd Randolph Churchill, his deliv- 
ery was most unpleasant and grated upon the 
ears of those present. His voice is asserted 
to be far too high pitched, and he is further 
asserted to be afflicted with a most pro- 
nounced nasal twang. 

Much surprise was expressed at first that 
King Edward should have appointed the 
King of Portugal to the honorary Colonelcy 
of a mere infantry regiment of the line when 
the Emperors of Germany, Austria, and Rus- 
sia, who are the only other continental sov- 
ereigns to hold rank in the English army, 
had each been gazetted to the Colonelcy ofa 
crack corps of cavalry. It now turns out 
that the reason which prompted King Ed- 
ward to appoint his brother monarch of 
Portugal to the chieftaincy of the Oxford- 
shire Light Infantry Regiment was that it 
happened to be the regiment which took part 
in more battles In the peninsular war at the 
beginning of the last century than any other 
British regiment. That war, it may be re- 
membered, was undertaken by England on 
behalf of Portugal against France, and there 
is no regiment that carries on its colors the 
names of a larger number of battles fought 
for the Portuguese and alongside of them as 
the gallant old Forty-third and Fifty-sec- 
ond Regiments, which now form the Oxford- 
shire Light Infantry. 


The Duchess of Connaught has developed 
into an enthusiastic golfer, and evinces so 
much aptitude for the game that she may 
yet become one of_the leading women players 
in England.

BOARD OF TRADE. WINS SUIT. 


Its Right to Investigate Frank D. Rior- 
dan’s Alleged Bucket Shop Af- 
filiations Upheid. 


The Board of Trade gained another victory | 
yesterday when Judge Sears, in the Appellate 
Court. reversed the action of the Circuit 
Court in the case of Frank D. Riordan, where- 
in the latter sought to prevent the officers 
of the board from investigating his business 
on a charge of “ bucket shop affiliations. 
Mr. Riordan secured an injunction fn the 
lower court which was éperative until yes- 
terday, when it was reversed by the Appellate 
Court. This gives the directors of the board 
the right to prosecute the inquiry they in- 
tended making, and they say it will now be 
done. Mr. Riordan’s troubles began during 
the hearing of a case before Judge Vail in 
which the Board of Trade sought to prove 
the Central Stock and Grain Exchange. a 
bucket ‘shop. The fact came out during the 
trial that Mr. Riordan had done considerable 
business for it on the Board of Trade. 
The next step of the directors was to cite 
Mr. Riordan on a charge of violating its 
rules. This trial was prevented by the in- 
junction. 

In reversing the action of the lower court 
Judge Sears said that Mr. Riordan’s claim 
that the Board of Trade was about to expel 
him was not backed by sufficient evidence, 
and that the question of his innocence or 
guilt must be determined by the association 
under its rules. 

Defendants in suits to recover under the 
penalty statute for alleged gambling losses 
ean be compelled in the chancery court to 
answer questions concerning the alleged 
illegal speculations. This ruling was an- 
nounced by Judge Adams in the Appellate 
Court in deciding the appeal in the suit of 
Edward Doyle against John Robson. In 
January, 1900, Doyle began suit against Rob- 
, son for $600,000 under the statute which per- 
mits any citizen to bring suit for three times 
the amount alleged to have been lost in any 
gambling transaction, half of the sum re- 
covered to go to the county and the remainder 
to the person who sues. The declarations 
filed by Doyle set out that Alexander Geddes 
and John B. Dutch had each lost $100,000 
in puts and calls with Robson. To aid the 
prosecution a bill wae filed asking that Rob- 
son’ be compelled to answer interrogatories 
concerning’ his deals.. A demurrer was filed 
and overruled in the Circuit Court and an 
appeal from the order was taken. This now 
is overruled. a

E. Roberts, the Director of the Mint and 
one of the Republican leaders in Iowa, 
strongly advocating the immediate beginning 
of a gradual and steady reduction of tariff 
duties, . 

In a dispatch to the Evening Post the po- 
sition of Mr. Roberts Is clearly described. 
The gist of his philosophy is contained In the 
following extract from a cogent address 
made by him last month before the Bankers 
club of Chicago:, 

Our exports last year exceeded those of the 
United Kingdom, and no other country approached 
either. Out trade balances are so great that to 
attempt to collect them in cash would ruin our cus- 
tomers, and involve the -world, including our- 
selves, in disaster. In the last three years their 
aggregate has equaled all the gold in all the banks. 
and tréasuries of Europe, including the British 
Isles. No wonder the foreign governments have 
come here to place their loans. A nation with the 
power to amass such credits as these becomes vf 
necessity a trader and investor in all parts of the 
world. We are out to stay, for we can never 
bring our belongings home. . ; 

This is the broad view. It is supported by 
facts more immediately connected with home 
trade. The powerful organizations that are 
carrying our ,foreign commerce into every 
part of the globe, to meet: the competition of 
all industrial nations, are seriously ham- 
pered in two ways. In the first place, some 
of them suffer from high ‘prices of materials 
used by them, which are made and kept high 
py the ‘tariff.

markets are found at home, and both classes 
may be relied on in the near future to join 
in efforts to seoure relief. They are prac- 
tically in the situation of the agricultural 
classes thirty years ago, among whom the 
first opposition to the war tariff arose. 

But exporters share the difficulties and 
hardships of the agriculturists in’ another 
respect and in a greater degree. They are 
constantly more and more exposed to re- 
taliatory tariff legislation from the -nations 
on whose. markets they are compelled to 
rely for the sale of their surplus.- The recent 
action of Russia is an example. A like policy 
is being strongly. advocated in Germany, 
where the necessities of the government may’ 
at any time force concessions to the agra- 
rians. France is agitated by similar de- 
mands, and even ‘in England, the birthplace 
and stronghold.of the soundest commercial 
freedom, there is a strong tendency to the 
initiation of protection in some form. All 
of this movement has its origin in retaliation 
for the selfish policy. of the United States. . 
It has, as our readers know, gone so far that 
the organization of an anti-American Euro- 
pean customs union is urged even by the 
leading European free trader, M. Leroy- 
Beaulieu. 

This is the situation the most extensive 
and powerful interests in our country have 
to face. Their demand for tariff reduction 
is growing, and sooner or later, with the help 
of Republicans or in despite of the party, it 
will be conceded. 


GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 
East-Bound Grain Shipments Heaviest 


of the Year—Rate Cutting Is 
Reported. - 


Grain shipments by the Chicago - east- 
bound roads last week were the heaviest so 
far this year. The next largest week was 
the third in January, when shipments were 
2,732,000 bushels, against 2,817,000 last week. 
Most of the’ grain now moving ise oate for 
export; there is litth demand for wheat 
abroad, and shippers are waiting for the 
opening of navigation. Rate cutting is said 
to be partly responsible for the large move- 
ment of oats by rail. The regular tariff ts 
16 cents, Chicago to New York, but most of 
the grain, it is said, was taken at from 12 to 
The elevators are full of wheat 
and, in consequence, Western Troade have 
been. compelled to stop bringing in grain for 
the present. It is estimated that 6,000,000 
bushels will leave Chicago for the East when 
the navigation season opens. Scarcity of 
cars is not’ likely to trouble the roade then, 
as the lake lines will get the bulk of the 
wheat and corm shipments during the sum- 
mer.
